Josiah Johns, brother of Mrs. W. J. 
Carrier, íh in Sa'Tainento, having re­ 
turned a few days ago from Peru, w hith­ 
er he went w ith a party last March dur­ 
ing the gold excitement. 
Speaking recently of his experiences 
to a reporter, he said: “ I cannot too 
strongly warn Americans, whether cap­ 
italists or laborers, aga ost going to 
I’eru W’ith the idea of benefiting them- 
selve.H, for they will surely find thera- 
ficive.s dead broke in a short time in a 
strange country—and a very hard one 
to m ake a living in—nnless they take 
time by the forelock, as I did, and leave 
the country while they are able to do so. 
In all my travels there 1 found only one 
man who was making anything, and he 
had taken a contract on a mine 17,000 
feet above the sea level. 
“ VVe were given glowing accounts of 
the marvelous •richness of the placers 
on one or two rivers, where the In- 
diaiiH dive down and bring up their 
hands full of the golden sands, but it is 
a miserable he and has been the cause 
of leaving m anya poor fellow there and 
stranding him. 
We prospectad the riv­ 
ers and found that there was no gold j capiiol. 
in 
them. 
When Pizarro 
conquered' 
Peru, the incas, who w’ere a highly in­ 
telligent 
race, 
had 
collected 
vast 
amounts of gold—nobody will ever 
know how much—from the sands of the 
streams. 
Pizarro and his men set the 
natives at work to collect more, and the 
work has been going on ever since. 
Then came the Portuguese, who were so 
successful that the Spaniards got jeal­ 
ous of them and drove them away. The 
result is thattlie placers were all mined 
out long ago. 
It i.s very hard prospect­ 
ing also, as the streams are swift and 
the mountain sides rough and very steep. 
“ There are rich silver mines there, 
but they are very high up, 17,000 feet 
or more, and the air is so rare that a 
white man cannot work, and the work 
is done by Indians. 
The native Peru­ 
vians work very little, making the In­ 
dians do their work. 
I know’ of only 
one successful mine as low down as 
6,500 feet. 
There is very little show, 
too, for a man to find employment in 
other directions than mining, for he 
must come into competition with the 
Indians, who are poorly paid. 
“ The native Peruvians are the laziest 
people you can imagine. They not only 
make no provision for next week, but 
none even for the next day, a meal 
ahead being about the extent of their 
solicitude. 
Time is no object to thenq 
and they pay very little attention to it 
They do not like foreigners and delay 
and discourage them in every possible 
way. It docs not make much difference 
whether they are Americans, English or 
German—they are all ‘gringoes’ to the 
PeruviuuH, as they are to his Mexican 
brethren, and he dislikes them all. 
“ Harry Meiggs is about the only 
American that has ever done well in 
Pi,'ru, and I do not know how he, ever 
managed to get so good a show given to 
him, they dislike strangers so. He built 
a goi'd road, and it is considerably used, 
but it seems funny to me how they run 
tbeir trains. A train runs three times a 
week to the Titicaca basin, and it takes 
its time. 
It runs to Arequipa and then 
stops for the uigbt. 
The next morning 
it starts again and rnus all day, stop 
ping again at night, and takes three days 
to get to the basin. 
“ On the Pacific side it is a dry, rain 
less region, but on the Amazon side it 
rains nearly every day. 
When one gets 
up into the cordilleras, it is all right 
as long as the sun is up, but in the 
night it gets very cold. I had very hard 
work to find transportation, and my ex 
perieucc ilhn-trates the character of the 
people. 
V\ in n you have gone as far as 
the railroad will take you, you must get 
mules to go farther, and there is the 
rub. If you get mules, their owner will 
agree to take you a certain distauep, but 
he will lake you uo larther, nor will he 
give you a riasou for bis refusal to do 
Si). 
After 1 arrived at the end of the 
railroad I was 16 days trying to ge^ 
mulc.H before I suiiceeded. The superin- 
iideut of a mine who did me many 
great favors after some days of entreaty 
persuaded a rich Peruvian to send bis ' 
mules to take me 150 miles, but he 
would not take me a bit farther, and I 
had to w ait there 16 days longer before 
I obtained more mules. There is no use 
of fretting, for it does mot do a particle 
of good, and money is no object to sncfc 
a people. 
“ When you arrive at a town, the 
gobernador mnst be seen. He takes you 
to his boiiBi% where there is plenty of 
room, and you can get all the supplies 
you need in the shape of food from him 
by paying well for it. Of course he is 
in no burry to have you go, and only 
diplomacy starts you on your journey 
igaiu, for he takes his tim e to help yon. 
“ As I said before, there is very little 
show tor a white man. 
There is noth­ 
ing left in mining that is worth talking 
abcut. I know of one mine where a 
whui*’T^rOt mcaey has been jliested, 
but they only strike gold in pockets. 


The incas mined the country, and after 
them came the Spaniards and Portu­ 
guese, and tiny have pretty well clcan- 
ed up the ground.

There was ’a scattering of spectators 
as Judge Hiiborn walkecl boldly to tbe 
fireplace for the purpose of consuming 
the chunk of brown powder, which 
burned and sputtered without making 
any explosion.

smokelcKfc powder and again advano* *l 
totbe fireplactj, where a spark was rath 
er cautiously applied and the powder 
allowed to burn on the hearth.

WHY CUBANS ARE SORRY. 


Thin Magnificent Jewel W ill Dr Own«-d by 
Vaulin* Astor. 
In the ordinary course of events Miss 
Pauline Astor will some day become 
possessor of the most famous and mag­ 
nificent diamond owned outside of a 
crown treasure. The gem in question in 
the world famous Sancy diamond, owned 
by her father, and were it to appear 
among the jewels worn at any court 
function or royal drawing room it wonld 
entirely throw into the shade every oth­ 
er 
gem there except 
the Kohiuoor, 
which th© queen always wears on stat© 
occasions as a brooch. 
Th© Sancy is a stone which is pos­ 
sessed of a remarkable history. Weigh­ 
ing about 64 carats, it at one time 
formed part of the crown jewels of 
Duke Charlo* the Bold of Burgundy, 
and on hie death in battle in Switzer­ 
land was fonnd set either in his helmet 
or sword hilt. The Swiss sold it to the 
French king of the day, and from that 
time forth it became one of the crown 
jewels of France. 
It disappeared at the time of the revo­ 
lution, reappeared at the restoration 
and at the time pf the second revolu­ 
tion in 1880 passed by purchase into 
the possession of Anatole Demidoff, the 
Muscovite millionaire. It was worn for 
a time by Demidoff’s wife, Princess 
Mathilde Bonaparte, but he took it 
from her before their separation and 
then bequeathed it to his nephew, Paul 
Demidoff. The latter sold it in the six­ 
ties for the sum of $200,000, a ridicu­ 
lously small price, 
to the late Sir 
Jamsetjee Jejeehobboy, the Parse© mil­ 
lionaire aud philanthropist of Bombay. 
After bis demise bis heirs put it once 
more in the market, and it was pur 
chased by William Waldorf Astor by 
private contract, no mention being mad# 
of the price p*id.— Philadelphia Times

Many of them have formerly 
been members of the legislatu re, and 
they are wise in all the trick s of the 
trade. Some of these men are emp loyed 
year after year and they k now more 
abou t the inside work ings of legislation 
than the legislators themselves. Qu asi- 
p u blic corp orations, su ch as street rail­ 
ways, steam railroads, gas and electric 
light cam p anics, the Standard Oil com­ 
p any and other tru sts, are constantly 
menaced with u nfriendly legislation. 
Innu merable bills to restrict their rights 
and p riveleg^ and to increase their 
taxes are being constantly introdu ced. To 
p revent damage from this sou rce the 
corp orations k eep a large lobby at 
the cap itol du ring the entire session, 
and exp end for this p u rp c« e great su ms 
of money. I do not mean to say that 
this money is u sed 
corru p tly, 
bu t 
talented lawyers can not be hired for 
the p rice of day labor, and these gentle­ 
men are liberal sp enders when it comes 
to entertaining a member of the legislat­ 
u re, There are half a hu ndred lobbyists 
that will fit into the above descrip tion, 
and whose faces have becxime more 
familiar with each su cceeding genera 
assembly. Bu t hardly one of these men 
will ack nowledge his tru e occu p ation. 
They are k nown by the wise ones, how 
ever, althou gh many members have 
fallen into their trap s u nawares. 
Some of these lobbvists are leaders in 
state and national p olitics. They mak e 
and u nmak e statesmen that they may 
u se them for their own ends. Two su fch 
men at p resent in Colu mbu s exert more 
influ ence than all the other lobbyists to-

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bu nches of from one to one hu ndred. 
E’rom now on the lobby will be comp osed 
of nearly a thou sand p eop le for every 
legislative day. Sometimes matters of 
great local moment to a city, su ch as a 
rip p er bill, will canse excu rsions to be 
ru n to the cap ital with as many as a 
thou sand in one p arty. Then, there are 
the women. Althou gh comp aratively a 
small p ortion of the lobby, they are ex­ 
ceedingly p ersistent, as Mr.- Hazlett dis­ 
covered when he introdu ced a bill to 
rep eal woman’s su ffrage. 
The lobbyists follov^ the members day 
and night, they meet him when he arises 
in the morning, they call him ou t of his 
seat, they will not let him eat his dinner 
in p eace, and if he is of a convivial 
natu re they do their best to mak e life 
rosy for him du ring the greater p ortion 
of the night. Members will tell von that 
th®y do not care for the lobbyist and 
they will p rate abou t their indep en­ 
dence, bu t nevertheless the ou tside 
influ ence is great and if a member can 
not be reached in on© way—there are 
others. Thu s It will be seen that the leg­ 
islatu re has some featu res besides long 
winded orations and du ll committee 
meetings. W hat is seen on the su rface 
often gives no sign of the temp est be­ 
neath, and many times the p u blic is 
entirely misled as to the tm e reasons for 
laws that are p laced on the statu te book s, 
or for certain p olitical maneu vers.

T he IMfflcnttie* of Transportation. 


Jof-iah Johns, brother of Mrs. W. J. 
C arrier, is in Sacram ento, having re­ 
turned a few days ago from Peru, w h ith ­ 
er he w ent w ith a party last March d u r­ 
ing the gold excitem ent. 
Speaking recently of his experiences 
to a reporter, he said; " I cannot too 
strongly W’arn Americans, w hether cap ­ 
italists or laborers, aga n t going to 
Peru w ith the idea of benefiting them ­ 
selves, for they w ill surely find them ­ 
selves dead broke in a short tim e in a 
strange country—and a very hard one 
to m ake a living in —nuless they take 
tim e by the forelock, as I did, and leave 
the country w hile they are able to do so. 
Iii all my travels there I found only one 
m an who was m aking anything, and he 
had taken a contract on a mine 17,000 
feet above the sea level. 
“ We were given glowing accounts of 
the m arvelous 'richness of the placers 
on one or two rivers, w’bere the In ­ 
dians dive down and bring up their 
hands full of the golden sands, but it is 
a m iserable lie aud bas been the cause 
of leaving many a poor fellow thero aud 
stranding him. 
W e prospected the riv ­ 
ers aud found th at there was no gold 
in 
them. 
When Pizarro 
conquered 
Peru, the IncM, who were a highly in ­ 
telligent 
race, 
had 
collected 
vast 
am ounts of gold— nobody w ill ever 
know how m uch— from the sands of the 
streams. 
Pizarro ami his men set the 
natives at work to collect more, and the 
work has been going on over since. 
Then came the Portuguese, who were so 
successful that the Spaniards got jea l­ 
ous of them und drove them away. The 
result is that the placers were all mined 
out loug ago. 
It l l very hard prospect­ 
ing also, as the stream s are sw ift aud 
the m ountain sides rough aud very steep. 
“ There are rich silver mines there, 
but they are very high up, 17,000 feet 
or more, uud the air is so rare th at a 
white man cannot work, and the work 
is done by Indians. 
The native P e ru ­ 
vians work very little, muking the In ­ 
dians do their work. 
I know of only 
one successful m ine as low down as 
6,500 feet. 
There is very little show, 
too, for a man to find em ploym ent in 
other directions than m ining, for be 
m ust come into com petition w ith the 
Indians, who are poorly paid. 
“ The native Peruvians are the laziest 
people you can imagine. They not ouly 
make no provision for next week, but 
none even for the next day, a m eal 
ahead being about the extent of their 
solicitude. 
Time is no object to thenp 
and they pay very little attention to it. 
They do not like foreigners aud delay 
and discourage them in every possible 
way. It does not m ake much difference 
w hether they are Americans, English or 
G erm an—they are all ‘griugoes’ to the 
Peruvians, as they are to his Mexican 
brethren, ami he dislikes them all. 
“ H arry Aieiggs is about the only 
American that has ever done w ell in 
Pqru, aud I do not kuow how he ever 
m anaged to get so good a show given to 
him , they dislike strangers so. He built 
a good road, and it is considerably used, 
but it seems funny to me how they run 
their trains. A train runs three tim es a 
week to the Titicacu basin, and it takes 
its tim e. 
It runs to Arequipa and then 
stops for the night. 
The next m orning 
it starts again and runs all day, stop­ 
ping again at night, and takes three days 
to get to the basin. 
“ On the Pacific side it is a dry, rain 
less region, hut on the Amazou side it 
rains nearly every day. 
When one gets 
up into the cordilleras, it is all rig h t 
as long as the sun is up, but in the 
night it gets very cold. I had very hard 
work to find transportation, and my ex­ 
perience illustrates the character of the 
people. 
VV bt ii you have gone as far as 
the railroad will take you, you m ust get 
m ules to go farther, and there is the 
m b. If you get mules, their owner w ill 
agree to take you a certain distance, but 
be w ill take you no farther, nor will he 
give you a n anon for bis refusal to do ; 
so. 
A fter I arrived a t the end of the i 
railroad I was IO days trying to get! 
m ules before I succeeded. 
The auperin- j 
tendon! of a m ine who did me m any j 
groat favors after some days of entreaty i 
persuaded a rich Peruvian to send his 
m ules to take me 150 miles, but he 
w ould not take me a bit farther, uud I 
had to w ait there 16 days longer before 
I obtained more mules. There is no use 
of fretting, for it does n o t do a particle 
of good, uud money is no object to such 
a people. 
“ W hen you arrive at a town, the 
goberuarlor m ust be seen. He takes you 
to his house, where there is plenty of 
room, and you can get all the supplies 
you need in the shape of food from him 
by paying well for it. 
Of course he is 
in no burry to have you go, and only 
diplomacy starts yon on your journey 
tgain, for he takes his tim e to help you. 
“ As I said before, there is very little 
show for a w hite man. 
There is n o th ­ 
ing left in m ining th at is worth talking 
about. 
I kuow of one mine where a 
w bur I . m money has been * ested. 
but they only strike gold in pockets. 


The incas m ined the country, and after 
them came the Spaniards and I drtu- 
guese, aud tin y have pretty well clean­ 
ed up the ground. 
There is little left 
except in the very high altitudes, where 
en the natives can do little aud em ­ 
ploy the Indians to do the work. W hite 
men w ill do well to give the country a 
wide berth *'' 
Mr. Johns is a man of mnch more 
than average intelligence and does not 
look like a m an who is easily discour­ 
aged. 
lie w ill soon be on his road to 
Alaska when the spring opens to try for 
better luck thero.—Sacram ento Record 
Union.

These men 
have many missions, from protecting 
property interests valued at millions -of 
dollars to the passage of some little 
local bill for a transfer of funds, which 
should never have come before the leg­ 
islature at all. There aro several hun- 


That they are so employed by varied in 
terests there is no doubt. 
The Toledo gentleman spends most of 
his time in Columbus without any visi­ 
ble means of support.

R e s id e s ! ,h e lo b b y is t s r e g u la r ly 
in the evening they are omnipresent in 
the hotels and cafes along High street. 
Each has a scheme, either he wants a 
bill parsed, or he wants a bill killed. 
He may be interested because certain 
legislation touches 
his business and 
pocketbook, or he may be in the employ 
of someone else. 
Of all these lobbyists the attorneys 
employed by the 
great 
corporations 
are the most important, and sometimes 
the most dangerous. 
These attorneys 
are among the best legal lights of the 
state. 
Many of them have formerly 
been members of the legislature, and 
they are wise in all the tricks of the 
trade. Some of these men are employed 
year after year and they know more 
about the inside workings of legislation 
than the legislators themselves. 
Quasi- 
public corporations, such as street rail­ 
ways, steam railroads, gas and electric 
light campal)ies, the Standard Oil com­ 
pany and other trusts, are constantly 
menaced with unfriendly legislation. 
Innumerable bills to restrict their rights 
and priveleges and to increase their 
taxes are being constantly introduced. To 
prevent damage from this source the 
corporations keep a large lobby at 
the capitol during the entire session, 
and expend for this purpose great sums 
of money. 
I do not mean to say that 
this money is used 
corruptly. 
but 
talented lawyers can not be hired for 
the price of day labor, and these gentle­ 
men are liberal spenders when it comes 
to entertaining a member of the legislat­ 
ure. 
There are half a hundred lobbyists 
that will fit into the above description, 
and whose faces have become more 
familiar with each succeeding general 
assembly. Bat hardly one of these men 
will acknowledge his true occupation. 
They are known by the wise ones, how­ 
ever, although many members have 
fallen into their traps unawares. 
Some of these lobbyists are leaders in 
state and national politics. 
They make 
and unmake statesmen that they may 
use them for their own ends. Two so6h 
men at present in Columbus exert more 
influence than all the other lobbyists to- 


n umbers. Besides the lobbyists regularly 
employed there is always a floating con­ 
tingent. 
These floaters are of all sizes 
and shapes, 6 0 to speak, and travel in 
bunches of from one to one hundred 
From now on the lobby will be composed 
of nearly a thousand people for every 
legislative day. 
Sometimes matters of 
great local moment to a city, such as a 
ripper bill, will canso excursions to be 
run to the capital with as many as a 
thousand in one party. Then, there are 
the women. 
Although comparatively a 
small portion of the lobby, they are ex­ 
ceedingly persistent, as Mr.- Hazlett dis­ 
covered when he introduced a bill to 
repeal woman’s suffrage. 
The lobbyists follovJ the members day 
and night, they meet him wheu he arises 
in the morning, they call him oat of his 
seat, they will not let him eat his dinner 
in peace, and if he is of a convivial 
nature they do their best to make life 
rosy for bim during the greater portion 
of the night. Members will tell you that 
they do not care for the lobbyist and 
they will prate about their indepen­ 
dence, bot nevertheless the outside 
influence is great and if a member can 
not be reached in one way—there are 
others. Thus it will be seen that the leg­ 
islature has some features besides long 
winded orations and dull committee 
meetings. 
What is seen on the surface 
often gives no sign of the tempest be­ 
neath, and many times the public is 
entirely misled as to the true reasons for 
laws that are placed on the statute books, 
or for certain political maneuvers.

It is much better after 
wringing out the flannel as dry as de­ 
sired to fold it in a dry flannel cloth of 
one or two thicknesses before applying 
it to the patient. 
A little time is re­ 
quired for the beat of the fomentation 
to penetrate ti e dry flannel, aud thus 
the skin is allowed an opportunity to 
acquire tolerance for the heat, and a 
higher degr«*e of temperature can be 
borne if the moist cloth is brought di­ 
rectly into contact with the surface. 
The outer fold of dry flannel will also 
"Serve to keep the cloth warm by pre­ 
venting evaporation. 
A bot fomentation is sometimes need­ 
ed when no hot water is at hand. 
It is 
not necessary to wait for water to be 
heated in the usual way. Soak the flan­ 
nel in cold water, wring as dry as de­ 
sired, fold iii a newspaper and lay upon 
the stove or wrap it about the stove­ 
pipe. 
In a few minutes it will be as 
warm as the patient can bear 
The pa­ 
per keeps the 
pipe 
from 
becoming 
moistened by the wet flannel aud at 
the same time prevents the flannel from 
being soiled by contact with the pipe. 
Fomeu tut ions thoroughly applied will 
; relieve most of the local pains for which 
liniments, lotions aud poultices are gen­ 
erally applied and are greatly to be pre­ 
ferred to these remedies since they are 
cleaner and aid nature more effectually 
in restoring the injured parts to a sound 
condition. 
The fomentation may be changed fre­ 
quently, aud after it has been removed 
massage may be given either by the per­

These 
recruits, though, would have to be 
equipped This equipment could bo sent 
by the government to meet them at 
Norfolk or Key West. Plans for the ex­ 
pansion of the guard in an emergency 
are on file at headquarters. 
For in­ 
stance, should a call come which made 
Ohio’s quota 30.000, this quota could be 
apportioned among the different counties 
rn an hour.” 
The question as to whether the guard 
is expected to do duty beyond the con­ 
fines of the state is being discussed 
among its members, but is easily dis­ 
posed of. The President can call them 
at any time, and they would be com­ 
pelled to respond, but not as members of 
the Ohio guard. They would be a part 
and parcel of the army; w ith them it 
would not be a matter of choice.

Lark C ity, S. C., Feb. 23.—Postmas­ 
ter Baker, a negro, and. his child were 
shot to death and their bodies cremated 
hero.

Baker was killed and his 
wife, two daughters and one son were 
seriously wounded. 
There had 
been 
protests 
against 
Baker’* appointment.

Tuesday of last week his house was 
riddled w ith bullets. 
It was a short time before that Sen­ 
ators Stillman and McLauren and Con­ 
gressman Horton had asked the post- 
masttT general to remove Baker because 
of hisoolor, m d the request had been 
refused. 
Early Tuesday morning the torch was 
applied to the postoffice and Bakor’s 
house. 
Bark, just within the line of 
light, wore over IOO white men armed 
with pistols anti shotguns.

through the window of my honse.” 
James McGraw of Harwood said he 
was pursued by the strikers, and as he 
con 1(1 not ran because of his advanced 
age he hid iii the bosh, and as he drop­ 
ped two shots were fired at him.

THE SANCY DIAMOND. 


Th I* MagnlArent J«««l Will IV Owned by 
Ca ii 11 nr Astor. 
In the ordinary course of events Miss 
Pauline Astor will some day become 
possessor of the most famous and m ag­ 
nificent diamond owned outside of a 
crown treasure. The gem in question is 
the world famous Haney diamond, owned 
by her father, and were it to appear 
among the jewels worn at any court 
function or royal drawing room it would 
entirely throw into the shade every oth­ 
er 
gem there except 
the Kohiuoor, 
which the queen always wears on state 
occasions as a brooch. 
The Saucy is a stone which is pos­ 
sessed of a remarkable history. W eigh­ 
ing about 64 carats, it at one time 
formed part of the crown jewels of 
Duke Cbarlei the Bold of Burgundy, 
and on his death in battle in Switzer­ 
land was found set either in his helmet 
or sword hilt. The Swiss sold it to the 
French king of the day, and from that 
time forth it became one of the crown 
jewels of France. 
It disappeared at the time of the revo­ 
lution, reappeared at the restoration 
■nd at the time of the second revolu­ 
tion in 1880 passed by purchase into 
the posse** iou of A na tole Deinidoff, the 
Muscovite millionaire. It was worn for 
a time by Demidoff's wife, Princess 
Mathilde Bonaparte, but be took it 
from her before their separation and 
then bequeathed it to his nephew, Paul 
Denuded. The latter sold it in the six­ 
ties for the sum of $200,000, a ridicu­ 
lously small price, 
to the late Sir 
Jainaetjee Jejeehobboy, the Parsec m il­ 
lionaire aud philanthropist of Bombay. 
Atter bis demise bis heirs put it ouoe 
more in the market, and it was pur­ 
chased by William Waldorf Astor by 
private contract, uomention being mad# 
of the p riceju id .—Philadelphia Times 
Examination fetor!**.
